•'  Tho  audacity  of  the  proposition  to 
impose  upon  Belleville  and  Woodaido 
the  burdeu  of  the  disposition  of  the 
sewerage  of  the  towns  of  Orange,  East 
Orange,  Bloomfield  and  Montclair  is 
becoming  daily  more  apparent .  The 
AVoodsfde  Improvement  Association  held 
a  rousing  meeting  at  Heller's  Hull  lust 
Friday  evening,  at  which  resolutions 
were  adopted  denouncing  the  pro|x>si- 
tiou  in  tho  strongest  terms.  All  the 
speakers  manifested  a  spirit-  of  bitter  j 
indignation  against  the  scheme,  and  the 
applause  with  which  their  remarks  were 
greeted  showed  that  the  audience  shared 
this  feeling.  Additional  proof  of  this 
was  furnished  in  raising  $1,100  by  sub-  j 
Hcriptions  w itb-  which  to  carry  on  the  j 
tight.
